ted. Denied all hope of better times, 
they resolved in despair to abandon an 
occupation which no longer repaid their 
toil, and in June last they embarked 
with their families for Canada, with the 
purpose of purchasing- and cultivating 
land. 


They settled in the town of Ramsay, 


200 miles above Montreal, and there 
soon found, in the task of building 
their log hut, and clearing their heavily 
timbered new land, that they were en- 
tirely unfitted for. and unequal to the 
duties and labors of their new vocation. 
Provisions -were clear and scarce, the 
climate was severe, and their fund of 
money was almost exhausted ; a hard 
winter was before them, and—looking 
on their wives and children, -who had 
thus far endured their privations pa- 
tiently, if not cheerfully—they resolved, 
with the advice of their few neighbors. 
to cross into ''the Slates,0 and seek 
there employment in some of the new 
manufactories. 
They started on the 


15th Xov. expecting to send in a short 
time for the families which they -were 
leaving but slenderly provided. It was 
not till the 10ih of February that a Ict- 
ter_reached its anxious expectants., sta- 
ting that they had at length found em- 
ployment at Fall River in Massachu- 
setts, and would send for their families 
so soon as they had earned the means. 


But for this their families could not 


wait; ihey vrere sinking under the pres- 
sure of evils among which the "hope 
delayed" counted but as trifiing. The 
sum of money which the husbands had 
been able to leave them was but small 


Feb. until the 12th of March,, when thev 
arrived in this place, the weather had 
been peculiarly inclement—many days 
were severely cold, there were two deep 
falls of snow, and constant high winds, 
and for the two last days they had come 
under a cold rain. 
Their course has 


been entirely on retired roads, which 
being- but little travelled, were but im- 
perfectly beaten. 
Their slender stock 


of money had been long since expended, 
and they were forced to rely upon such 
scanty charity as their appearance eli- 
cited (lorihey never askedmiy) and their 
number made even that less efficient.— 
But'mid snow and storm, in hunger and 
cold, they still pressed on. There was 
no day in which they did not make 
some progress—they slept where they 
could, and fed when it was offered, and 
the protection of that Providence, 
which tempers the wind to the shorn 
lamb, and their strong hearts, had 
brought them thus far. Little Sarah, 
who carried her- sister, suffered much 
with the soreness, from that cause, of 
her shoulders, and two others had their 
faces frost-bitten ; but all, though worn 
and wearied with the toils of their jour- 
ney, were well in health, and their spir- 
its were high in the increased hope of 
soon meeting the husbands and fathers 
whom they sought. They had several 
times been carried forward a few miles 
by humane persons, and thus got over \ 
perhaps thirty-five of the two hundred 
and forty miles which they had passed. 


Strange as it may seem, and dark as 


a steady and attentive driver, these he- 
roic women, with their Interesting fa- 
milies, started for their home on the 
morning of the 8th inst. 


On the evening- of the same day, the 


elder of the brothers arrived here for 
the purpose of conducting the families 
home. It would appear that when they 
had accomplished 'the first fifty miles 
of their toilsome journey, they halted 
at a tavern, from whence "they wrote to 
their husbands, stating the circum- 
stance which had induced them to leave 
their comfortless residence—of their 
hopelessness of being able to accom-

The Lafayette Theatre, with many, 


other buildings, was this~morning des- 
troyed by fire.. It commenced-'about- 
3 o'clock, in a bakery in the rear of the 
block, bounded on the east by- Laurens 
street, on the west by Thompson street, 
on the north by Grand street, and on the " 
south by Canal street. Ir/a snort peri- 
od, the flames reached the Theatre, and 
the whole city was so completely illu- _- 
minatcd, that a newspaper could'hav.e 
been read in the lower part of Broad- 
way. 
The atmosphere was heavily 


loaded with clouds, which'were lighted 
up like so many floating masses of fire. - 
From the roofs of the most- elevated 
houses, a most glorious panorama view -. 
of the city was presented ; and Brook- " 
lyn was as distinctly within the-visiqn 
as in the clearest day. This building 
extended from. Laurens to Thomson 
street, and unless than, two hours" was 
reduced to a heap of nuns. * The flames - 
spread with astonishing rapidity ,to 
the buildings around it.

From Fishing creek, seven miles above 
Harrisburg, to the basin here, this ca- 
nal appears to hold water. A breach 
in the French Drain made under the ca- 
nal, near the brick-yards, in this town, 
suffered the water to escape, but has 
been repaired within the last two weeks. 
The Aqueduct across Paxton creek, 
about three quarters of a mile below 
the aforesaid French drain, next pro- 
ved leaky, and has been undergoing re- 
pair—perhaps it is repaired. Bui be- 
fore the water of the canal was put up- 
on the Aqueduct, a French drain about 
Tnidvay between the first mentioned 
French drain and the Aqueduct gave 
way. and permitted the water to pass 
out.

drains, under a great public work, will 
be found more expensive than sub- 
stantial Culverts.

Mr. Edward Livingston of Louisia- 


na is now in Pennsylvania, prosecuting 
a large claim against that state, under 
the following circumstances.

Nicholson was Comptroller of the State 
from 1782 to 1794,duringwbich twenty 
se\en millions of dollars of public mo- 
ney passed through his hands. In 1794, 
he resigned his office. 
At this period 


he was the owner of about three mil- 
lions, seven hundred thousand acres of 
land in Pennsylvania, besides large pos- 
sessions real and personal elsewhere. — 
To meet his various pecuniary engage- 
ments for those lands, he formed joint 
stock companies, to which he com eyed 
a large portion of them. 
He became 


embarrassed in his circumstances, was 
committed to prison, and died in con- 
finement and insane, in 1800. Deeds 
had been made to ihe Land Company. 
and judgments had been obtained a- 
gainst him by individual creditors as 
early as the 17th and 13th March, 1797. 
The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
obtained a judgment against him on the 
2 1st of March, 1797, three days later 
than the last mentioned date, for g] 30,- 
390 89- To supersede the prior deeds 
and judgments, as il is alleged, the 
Commons caltli had recourse lo an al- 
leged lien ihen'for the first time stated 
lo exist, and lo have bound the real c- 
slaie of Nicholson throughout the 
Stale, since March 1796. This lien is 
said lo be wholly unsupported by fact 
or law ; it wa<> hov. eier enforced by acts 
of the legislature appointing Commis- 
sioners -A ith au thorny lo seize the lands 
of Nicholson — lo lake possession of his 
papers, to .sel] bis lands, at their plea- 
sure, ami exercise every act of owner- 
ship over them. The Commissioners 
accordingly, without any judicial pro- 
cess, sold about iwo millions of acres, 
which produced only §105,000, lo the 
State. For these lands, ejectments are 
now pending at the suit of Nicholson's 
heirs and vendees, in the Courts of the 


Mr, Lhingston and 


his colleagues say thut there is no 
doubt of a recovery. 
These lands arc. 


dispersed over 39 counties of the Slate* 
embracing the most wealthy and thickly 
settled—as Philadelphia," Lancaster. 
Chester, Dauphin, Berks, Montgomery, 
Allegheny, &c.—and their enhanced 
value is stated at several millions of dol- 
lars. 
In the event of recovery by the 


heirs and vendees of Nicholsoo, the 
State will be bound to make good to 
their vendees, this enhanced value.— 
Mr. Livingston, and his colleagues 
Messrs. Ingersoll and Tilghman, pro- 
pose an amicable arrangement of the 
controversy—ottering for a "compara- 
tively small sum,3' to confirm the sales 
and releases made by the State, and 
thus quiet the titles of the thousands 
who have purchased the two millions of 
acres. 
They declare, however, that if 


the State should not accept this ar- 
rangement, and those whom they repre- 
sent shall be obliged to prosecute the 
suits which are now ready for trial, and 
of the event of which they entertain no 
doubt, it will no longer be in their pow- 
er to make or accept of any propositions 
for a compromise. '

Masquerades.—The New York legis- 


ture have passed a bill imposing a fine 
of 1000 dollars on the proprietor of any 
establishment who may permit a mas- 
querade to be held therein. The man- 
ia for masquerades in the city of New 
York,threatening the worst effect to the 
morals of the citizens, imperatively ap- 
pealed to the wisdom of the legislature 
to apply some check, and we rejoice 
that it has been applied. 
In European 


cities of great population this species 
of amusement has prevailed, but rarely, 
if ever, to the extent to which it sud- 
denly reached in New York, where, if 
we are correctly informed, within a 
very few months after the first success- 
ful attempt, there were five, masquer- 
ades in a single night. It is notoiious 
that in the best conduced masquerades 
female delicacy has always been expo- 
sed to outrage. Let the precautions a- 
gainst improper admissions be as strict 
as possible, there is no way to prevent 
the entrance of many of both sexes 
who, under the concealment of a mask, 
may be tempted to give a freer scope 
than they would dare to give in the eye 
of the world to those passions which 
tenant every bosom. 
The excitements 


of the scene all conspire to aid that 
temptation ; and ex en the purity of soul 
which would, in private as well as pub- 
lic, shrink from the slightest contact 
with vice, is injured by being placed in 
a situation where itib compelled to wit- 
ness freedoms which cannot be practi- 
sed in open and virtuous socitey with- 
out reprobation. It is understood that 
even among those in New York Avho 
first lent their 'countenance' to a mas- 
querade, the extent to which their ex- 
ample has been followed has caused a 
great change of sentiment on the sub- 
ject of their harmlessness. It is admit- 
ted that evils have resulted, and that it 
is impossible to prevent their recur- 
rence. This change of feeling may of 
itself be a sufficient check to the growth 
of the amusement among the more 
fashionable of the citizens ; butit would 
not check the spread of the evil among 
those who pride themselves less upon 
their subordination to the rules of mo- 
rality, and accountability to public o- 
pinion. • Whether the fine will be found 
sufficient it is impossible to say. There 
appear to be differences of opinion on 
this subject. It is probable, however, 
that there will be no general disposi- 
tion to encounter the certain penalty of 
the law, added to the risk of profit 
which must always attend exhibitions 
of this character, after the charm of 
their noveltv has abated-—Nat. Journ.
